OTEWORTHY among the refined rooms and mantels to 

be found in the Middle Atlantic States, are those in the 
Kensey Johns House, built in 1790, at New Castle, Delaware, 
and a home built in 1745 at Montpelier, Maryland. The latter 
was used as a precedent in designing this mantel which retains 
the characteristic features of the original—namely the dog ears 
and the scroll cut frieze. In the wall we have adhered to the 
spirit of the same style and locality. The sunken panels, as in 
the Kensey Johns House, originally obtained by the use of an 
all wood covering, have been expressed here more economically 
by adding to the surface of the wall, stiles, rails and mouldings

HIS stately mantel is derived from a noteworthy example 

built into the Hopkinson House at Bordentown, New 
Jersey. It is an excellent example of the style of early archi- 
tecture of New Jersey prevalent at about 1760. The accuracy 
with which the old mantel has been copied shows the excel- 
lency of the selection and reproduction of Colonial moldings 
by DRIWOOD. The overmantel is of the type popular in New 
Bern, North Carolina, a town which derived its style of Colonial 
Architecture from New England. The base used is similar to that 
in the parlor of the Dexter House at Claremont, New Hampshire, 


where there is also an elaborate cornice with a picture mold.

HIS mantel was adopted from one in the Smallwood- 

Jones House, New Bern, North Carolina, built about 
1800. The beauty of our mantel lies in the simplicity and light- 
ness of the use of the DRIWOOD MOULDINGS. The con- 
tinuing of the pilaster capital throughout the lower part of the 
entablature, a characteristic of Carolina mantels, has the double 
value of both enriching the mantel and tying it together. The 
base we introduced is almost identical to the one in the Draw- 
ing Room of Nichols House, built in 1800 at Salem,

HEN Col. Robert Means of the New Hampshire Militia and 

the State Legislature built his dignified home at Amherst in 
1785, he paid special attention to his parlor where prominent guests, 
many from the neighboring court house, were entertained. The 
mantel motive in the parlor has been reconstructed here with 
DRIWOOD mouldings and its feeling carried into the spirit of 
the bookcase and window added on either side. 


The door to the right is a reproduction of a sophisticated and 
delicate example of the work of Samuel McIntire in the Nichols 
House at Salem, Massachusetts, built in 1800 after the style of the 
Adams brothers. The service door on the left is from the Dexter 
House in Claremont, New Hampshire. Cupboards of the type used

HE design of the mantel in this room closely fol- 

lows that of an antique marble mantel beautifully 
carved. in the manner of Robert and James Adams. The 
door head and trim have their precedent in the living 
room of the Westminster House, Perth Amboy, New 
Jersey, built in 1764 and later used as a residence by 
Governor Franklin in 1774. In treating the window 
unit we have used the same motif as on the door in 


order to create unity and balance in the room.
